belief will steadily gain ground 
aller President koosevelUs pro- 
clamation of an unlimited nation~ 
al emergency which virtually puts 
the country on a wartime footing 
and acknowledges the existence 
of “a state of war.” 

The Gallup poll report slates 
that the latest result is significant 
because firstty, if the United 
States does enter the war, it will 
snot be surprising to the majority 
of Americans and secondly, psy- 
chologists and students of history 
often argue that when a nation 
expects war ar cons’ ders if boon tt 
able, there is greater likelihood 
that it will get into war.
